However, because (1) the closest samples for 
comparative studies produce results (particularly Example No. A and E) having eight out of nine properties as claimed in claim 1, (2) one 
of nine properties that is considered different is characterized with differences that can be within experimental error, and (3) the samples 
for the comparative study were not at the ideal case, the matching of 8 out of 9 properties for Examples A and E gives the examiner the 
reasonable basis that the 102-3 rejection set forth in the Final rejection of January 13, 2006 is proper. 
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
